Treaders Are Hoping 
Amendment Drives 
Wedge In Stalemate 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Senate 
leaders said today they expect 
a vote by Wednesday on their 
amendment to the civy rights 
bill—an amendment they hope 
will drive the opening wedge 
into the Senate stalemate. 
Both leaders. Democrat Mike 
Mansield and Republican Ever­ 
ett M. Dirksen, told newsmen 
the test on the first amendment 
to the measure should come by 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Southerners could upset the 
timetable. However, the Mans- 
field-Dirksen proposal on jury 
trials in discrimination cases is 
a gesture toward easing their 
opposition which has forced the 
debate into its 40th day. 
Originally, President Johnson 
and other supporters of the 
broad antidiscrimination meas­ 
ure had called for its passage 
in the same form as drafted kl 
the House. 
But after consultation with 
administration strategists 
the 
Senate leaders introduced their 
amendment as a substitute for a 
Southern proposal offered by 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, D- 
Ga. 
It would permit a jury trial 
on ary contempt action arising 
under the rights bill if the penal­ 
ty involved more than 30 days in 
prison or a fine or more than 
$300. 
If an individual or official fails 
to comply with a court order in 
a racial case, he could be found 
to be in contempt of the court. 
Most such contempt cases in the 
past have been decided by fed­ 
eral judges without a jury. 
The new amendment is sim­ 
ilar to a compromise attached 
to the 1957 civil rights bill, 
which ordered jury trials if the 
penalty involved more than 45 
days or a $300 fine. That would 
be brought into line with the 
current amendment. 
One top supporter of the bill, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said that if Southerners insist 
on continuing their speeches 
against the measure they may 
encourage some reluctant sen­ 
ators to join the drive to limit 
debate and force voting. 
Normally the Senate does not 
meet 
Saturday, 
but 
leaders 
called for a fourth consecutive 
Saturday session with Sens. Al­ 
bert Gore. D-Tenn , and Thom­ 
as H. Kuchel. R-Calif., scheduled 
to speak. 


Ends 4-State "War On Poverty’ 
Johnson Sees Bright Road 
For Poor, Unemployed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has taken his 
“war on poverty” to the streets 
of 
Pittsburgh, 
the 
tarpaper 
cabins of Inez, Ky., and along 
the way summarized his likely 
1964 campaign tactics: “I wish 
I could look into every face and 
shake every hand.” 
Before returning to Washing­ 
ton late Friday night after a 17- 
hour day on the run, Johnson 
said he found “a wonderful 
spirit” among the people of pov­ 
erty - pocked Indiana, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Kentucky and West Vir­ 
ginia. 
And he said he was looking 
ahead to a “bright highway of 
hope” for the impoverished and 
unemployed of the nation. 
The President came home de­ 
lighted with the reception given 
him by big-city steelworkers 
and hill-country sawmill work­ 
ers—even though his right hand 
was puffed and daubed with 
red antiseptic. 
Without question, Johnson had 
shaken more hands than on any 
other day as President. He had 
been mobbed and buffeted by 
over-eager admirers, conducted 
impromptu street rallies and 


given his Secret Service body­ 
guards 
a 
scare 
by 
riding 
through crowds in an open con­ 
vertible — something that had 
not been done since the assas­ 
sination of President John F. 
Kennedy last Nov. 22. 
Perhaps the most unusual 
episode of a day crowded with 
surprises 
was 
a 
presidential 
visit to the cabin-dwelling Tom 
Fletchers and their eight chil­ 
dren at Inez. 
Mounting the rude front porch 
of the Fletcher home in Hat- 
field-and-McCoy country, John­ 
son squatted on his haunches— 
hunkered down, in local par­ 
lance—to discuss with the man 
of the house the problems of 
poverty. 
Fletcher, jobless for much of 
the past two years, reported he 
earned $400 last year—largely 
by scratching for coal on the 
surface of the neighboring hills. 
Johnson, in neatly pressed 
business suit, and Fletcher, in 
khaki 
trousers 
and 
tattered 
sport shirt, were so intent on 
their 10-minute chat that neith­ 
er noticed when a gust of wind 
knocked over the door of the 
nearby privy. 


Mrs. Johnson, at her hus­ 
band’s side through the day, 
was equally engrossed in talk 
about cooking and homemaking 
with Mrs. Fletcher and some of 
the neighbor ladies. 
Fletcher, who quit school in 
the fourth grade, got a lecture 
from the President on the wis­ 
dom of educating his jean-clad 
boys. 
“Take care of yourself,” said 
Johnson as he left the hillside 
cabin. “And don’t you forget 
now, I want you to put those 
boys through school.” 
Mrs. Johnson, with a parting 
wave to the young Fletchers, 
called out, “Bye, Chillum” 
From Inez, with its 37 per 
cent unemployment rate, the 
Johnsons flew by helicopter to 
the flatland area called Block 
House 
Bottom, 
whence 
they 
drove into Paintsville, Ky,, to 
tour a vocational school. 
In one room, 
students of 
beauty culture — one with her 
hair 
half 
dyed — crowded 
around. 
“lf you get an expert.” said 
the President, “send ‘em up to

into violence in this southeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania city Friday 
night, resulting in injury to at 
least IO persons and the arrest 
of at least 28.

Soviet Accuses Red China Fighter Gets

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 
Union accused the Red Chinese 
today of shameless slander and 
overt 
cheating 
and 
charged 
them with trying to isolate Rus­ 
sia from the nations of Asia and 
Africa. 
The Communist party news­ 
paper Pravda leveled an angry 
2.500-word blast at Peking for 
blocking an immediate invita­ 
tion for the Russians to attend 
a conference of Asian-African 
nations to be held in Africa next 
March. 
The latest Kremlin salvo in 
the ideological battle with Red 
China sprang from the action of 
Chinese Foreign Minister Cher 
Yi at a preliminary Asian-Afri­ 
can meeting earlier this month 
in Jakarta, Indonesia. Because 
of Chen's opposition, a decision 
was postponed on an Indian pro­ 
posal to invite the Russians to 
the main conference. 
“Chen Yi resorted to overt 
cheating when he declared that 
the participants in the Jakarta 
conference ‘turned down’ the 
Indian 
proposal,” 
Prvada 
charged. It added: 
“The Chinese minister of for­ 
eign affairs resorted to shame­ 
less slander when he alleged 
that the Chinese people’s re­ 
public at the conference advo­ 
cated 
unity 
in 
the struggle 
against imperialism 
“In fact. . .the Chinese dele­ 
gation at the meeting in the In­ 
donesian capital advocated the 
‘cutting off’ of the Soviet Union

CLEVELAND (AP)-A North­ 
west Airlines pilot was credited 
with averting tragedy when a 
four - engine airliner with 77 
aboard skidded almost a quar 
ter-mile on its nose at Cleve­ 
land Hopkins Airport Friday 
night. 
No one was injured in the mis­ 
hap that resulted from collapse 
of the noae gear as the plane 
neared the end at the runway. 
Two propellers and parts of a 
shaft on the turboprop were torn 
off. One propeller blade that 
snapped off ripped a gash in the 
fuselage. 
Passengers credited the pilot, 
Capt. Elman Lemley of Minne­ 
apolis, with averting disaster. 
Lemley said he reacted auto­ 
matically, following emergency 
procedures, cutting the fuel sup­ 
ply and power switches. 
He had a hard time recalling 
just what he did in the few sec­ 
onds before the plane came to 
a stop in a muddy area just off 
Johnson 
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the 6,240-foot-long concrete run 
way. 
The pilot said there was fire 
in two engines, but “I think we 
prevented serious fire by cut 
ting in our automatic extin­ 
guishers on No. 3 and No. 2 en­ 
gines right away.”

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Same War, Different View 


There is a scandalous difference of 
views on the way the war is going in 
South Viet Nam. 
Republican legislative leadership in Con­ 
gress is calling it to attention. It is going 
to be a hot issue in the national election. 
All the makings of an explosion 
are 
present. 
To understand why this is so, it is well 
to understand what makes it so. It is the 
fact that people looking at this sorry sit­ 
uation in a distant place, with much at 
stake, have different views. 
There is, first, the view of die Depart­ 
ment of Defense—the official view taken 
by Secretary af Defense McNamara and 
his military advisers. They must be pub­ 
licly optimistic, no matter how pessimis­ 
tic they may feel. They cannot admit 
conditions are bed, let alone hopeless. It 
is their duty to keep up appearances. The 
South Vietnamese war is political and 
they are politicking. 
Their official view changes no facts, 
however. The facts are seen by 
cor­ 
respondents assigned to South Viet Nam. 
The correspondents do not work for the 
Department of Defense. They are not paid 
to put a good face on a bad situation but 
to learn facts and report them. 
They have found nothing to be opti­ 
mistic about. They know what the Chi­ 
nese People’s Republic knows, what the 
Vietnamese Communists know and what 
informed people in Southeast Ada must 


know by this time. Only Americans are 
kept in the dark. 
The United States, which isn’t even sup­ 
posed to be fighting in South Viet Nam, 
is sustaining casualties and taking a 
licking there. No better face than that 
can be put on it, unofficially.

When Mayor Arthur J. Hol­ 
land moved into a strudy old 
house in predominantly Negro 
and Puerto Rican section Feb. 
SB, dozens of out-of-town news­ 
men and cameramen were on 
hand. 
The story of Mr. Holland's 
highly personal system of urban 
renewal — “reverse blockbust­ 
ing,” as he called it — captured 
the imagination of many Ameri­ 
cans. 
The move was completed and, 
as the visiting newsmen and 
photographers 
were 
about to 
leave, a reporter for one of 
Trenton’s two papers tossed a 
wisecrack their way: “Are you 
fellows going to come back next 
week when Holland gets fed up 
and moves out of Blacktown?" 
He was not alone in predict­ 
ing the Hollands wouldn’t re­ 
main long in their home at 131 
Mercer St. in the state capital. 
“ Some of my closest friends told 
me I was crazy to move to Mer­ 
cer," says Mr. Holland. “’Hwy 
warned I’d be mugged, that my 
wife might get raped. 
“But that was more t ha n 
seven weeks ago, and every­ 
thing’s gone fin*. There’s been 
no trouble and we like our new 
neighbors. I’m afraid the doubt­ 
ers and worriers among my 
friends won’t be able to say ‘I 
told you 90,’ because this is a 
story with a happy ending.” 


MR. HOULAND, 49, his wife 
and their ll-month-oid daughter 
Cynthia have settled in at 138 
Mercer St. and their only prob­ 
lem is getting the remodeling 
job on the house finished. 
“Our main concerns are time 
and money, really," said Mr. 
Holland “I had hoped to do a 
lot of the refurbishing work my­ 
self, but my City Hall job keep* 
me too busy. We’re going to 
have to borrow more money to 
get it done. The remodeling is 
going to cost $13,000 before it’s 
over." 
The Hollands moved into the 
once-grand Mercer St. neighbor­ 
hood, which over the past 20 
years has declined into a Negro- 
Puerto Rioan ghetto, for two 
reasons — (Hie idealistic, t h e 
other strictly practical.

ply makes good sense," he said. 
“I have a fine old house to live 
in till I die, and as a city offi­ 
cial faced with the racial prob­ 
lem, I’m personally exploring 
means of solving it.

NOT EVERYONE considers

much brotherhood as all those 
votes in East Trenton." 
“Why

Trenton?” de­ 
manded Mr. Holland.

There 
are plenty of Negroes there, too. 
Negroes make up about 27 per 
cent of our population, but voter 
registration among them is not 
proportionately high." 
Mr. Holland said that “as a 
politician who’ll be running for 
reelection two years from now, 
I naturally must consider the 
political consequences of what 
may have struck some people 
as a grandstand move. 
“Frankly, I can’t see how this 
Is going to help me," he said. 
“I guess H would be natural for 
some 
Negroes 
and Puerto 
Ricans to support me — but if I 
know anything about human 
nature, you’ll admit it s equally 
natural for some whites to with­ 
draw past support because they 
don’t approve of my actions. 
Things have a way of balancing 
out — and I’m not worried."

ing another child in June, said 
that “since we came to Mercer 
St. the calls have stopped. We 
haven’t had a single crude call, 
there’s been no vandalims di­ 
rected at our property — as 
some people predicted — a nd 
the neighbors are friendly." 
The Mercer St. neighborhood 
admittedly has a “crime prob­ 
lem," Mr. Holland said, and he 
was warned long ago that rob­ 
beries and burglaries are com­ 
mon. 
“There was indeed a burglary 
in tee Holland house a couple of 
weeks ago,” he said — and then 
he laughed. “But the irony is, it 
was not our house, but the old 
Holland house — the one I just 
moved out of on Tyler St. In the 
48 years I lived there, we never 
had a break-in.” 
Since the Hollands moved to 
Mercer St. real estate agents 
have noticed new interest In the 
area among prospective buyers, 
Mr. Holland said. “I know of 
four definite offers to buy houses 
on the street and I was present 
when my new next-door neigh­ 
bor, Miss Jane Gibling, was of­ 
fered $3,000 more for her house 
than we paid for ours. 
“But there are more than of­ 
fers. Joseph Loth, a prominent 
citizen who has a linoleum-cov­ 
ering and kitchen-finishing busi­ 
ness, has bought the house four 
doors down from us and he’s 
going to fix H up as a demon­ 
stration house, then rent it for 
what will have to be a sizeable 
amount.” 


THE 
MAYOR 
Is cheerful 
about the future. “Maybe I’ve 
imagined it, but it seems to me 
the people on Mercer St. have 
begun to take more pride in 
their property since they got so 
much attention a few weeks ago. 
T notice they’re sweeping th e 
sidewalks in front of their homes 
— liord knows they needed it. 
“There is no doubt about it— 
we’ve moved into a good neigh­ 
borhood that has stopped going 
downhill. We’re on the way 
beck up. Didn’t I tell you this 
was a story with a happy end­ 
ing?” 


Last week I was present at 
tee 
Southern 
Conference of 
Young Republicans in Atlanta. 
As most people know, the Young 
Republicans is an authentic na­ 
tional political organization. It 
has state and college groups 
with a full roster of officers. 
As a federation it holds lively 
annual national conventions. 
I have a deep interest in these 
young people, for if the Repub­ 
lican party — if tee two-party 
system — is to have a vital fu­ 
ture, it must come from young 
men and women. In most states 
the senior Republicans have 
permitted their organizations to 
decline and disintegrate. In a 
very few years, perhaps before 
the 1968 presidential election, 
these young people will take 
over much of the GOP. This is 
especially true of the South, 
where Republican organizations 
were either merely nominal or 
nonexistent. 


IN MY TALKS with these 
young people in Atlanta, I was 
especially concerned in learning 
the motives, point of view and 
spirit which have made them 
such a potential political force: 
1. They largely come from the 
fast-growing industrial areas of 
the South. Their parents and 
grandparents were Democrats. 
With the dawn of political con­ 
sciousness they have realized 
that the old Democratic habits 
in their area are a bar to prog­ 
ress. They are in revolt against 
an ancient and meaningless po­ 
litical regime. That in itself is 
a mark of progressive thought. 
2. They anticipate playing a 
part in a new industrial, social 
and political era. They be­ 
lieve that growth can come only 
as state and local responsibility 
can be vitalized. And hence 
they resent the paternalism and 
power of the federal govern­ 
ment in Washington. 
3. They are only moderately 
concerned with the racial issue 
in their states. They tell me 
that they regard the present 
tensions over civil rights as a 
fight within the Democratic 
party and they want no pari 
of it. 
In the audience to which I of­ 
fered a few words of advice, I 
noticed several young Negroes 
who were working side by side 
with their white friends in plan­ 
ning to get out a Republican 
vote. 


4. THEY ARE far removed 


from what is called extremism. 
One young man, who came to 
my room to talk, told me that 
he belonged to the John Birch 
Society and that therefore he 
felt he was ignored by the oth­ 
er people at the conference. 
In general, the people there 
have already learned to be prac­ 
tical, working party members. 
They have no intention to wait 
years to attain power. They 
pursue no utopias and tilt at no 
ideological windmills. 
5. In my remarks, the most 
enthusiastic response I had was 
when I told them that as Repub­ 
licans they were creating a 
brand new party in their states. 
“You have no Republican past 
to haunt you. You are blazing 
a new trail, creating a new 
party, the future of which you 
and only you will shape." 
6. Napoleon said teat every 
French soldier carried a mar­ 
shal’s baton in his knapsack. 
These young people have per­ 
sonal ambitions as well as con­ 
cern for creating a new party. 
In the minds of most of 
them are dreams of becoming 
members of Congress, state and 
country officials, and govern­ 
ors. This personal concern gives 
them greater drive and enthu­ 
siasm. 


7. A GREAT majority are 
Coldwater partisans. That to not 
only because of their admira­ 
tion for the Arizona senator. It 
is because they are convinced 
that if he is the Republican 
presidential candidate he will 
carry many of their candidates 
to victory. Win or hoe, Cold­ 
water will greatly strengthen 
Southern Republicanism in the 
South. 
8. I was most impressed by 
the fact that in their round ta­ 
bles and programs the emphasis 
was much less upon issues and 
ideology than upon political 
methods and organization. 
They well know that the first 
lesson in politics is that while 
good candidates and issues are 
important, victory comet only 
with superior organization. Get­ 
ting out the vote is of first con­ 
cern in political leadership. 
9. Republicans 
everywhere 
might well note this political 
revolution in the South. The des­ 
tiny of the party may well de­ 
pend upon these young, dedicat­ 
ed people. The future is what 
they will make of it

A musty, 1929 treaty still con­ 
tains ugly, often catastrophic 
news for families who lost their 
breadwinner in an international

those who died in the two most

Md., and New Orleans — have 
learned by now of its key pro­ 
visions, and several have asked 
the Congress to explain why the 
United States still adheres to 
this anachronistic pact.

“Warsaw Convention” places a 
ceiling of $8,291 or 125,000 old 
French francs, on the damages 
a U.S. airline need pay for in­ 
juring or killing one of its in­ 
ternational passengers, lf the 
traveler’s dependents 
require 
more, they must prove the air­ 
line deliberately did dangerous 
things to imperil the safety of 
a flight, almost as if it were 
bent on self-destruction. Or, 
they must sue someone else. 
For obvious reasons, even the 
most gifted trial lawyers have 
had 
trouble 
winning 
s u c h 
cases. 


DIPLOMATS who went to Po­ 
land in 1929 reasoned that inter­ 
national airlines would never 
grow up without some sort of 
a statutory armor to wear in 
the courtroom. At the time, this 
seemed a reasonable conclu­ 
sion. 
In 1929, there were no solvent 
airlines, for the plane that could 
turn a profit merely by carry­ 
ing passengers had not yet been 
built. 
Only 
two 
years 
had 
passed 
s i n c e 
Lindbergh 
spanned the Atlantic, and flim­ 
sy craft still fell from the sky 
with alarming frequency. 
Contrast this with today’s sit­ 
uation. The air liner has sur­ 
passed the ocean liner as the 
most popular trans-Atlantic Con­ 
veyance. Insurance companies 
believe it is many times safer 
to fly than to drive and they 
write their policies accordingly.

EVEN AT BEST, charge the 
critics, the Warsaw Convention 
is an imperfect document. To 


Airport. Both suffer serious in­ 
juries. 
Suppose also that the first pas­ 
senger is going only to New 
York and back, while the sec­ 
ond is ticketed beyond New 
York to London. If the first can 
prove the airline was remiss 
in allowing ice to collect on the 
steps of its ramp, he can col­ 
lect whatever the injury cost 
him.

Wilkinson said the staff at his 
City Hall office still is process­ 
ing returns which were filed be­ 
fore the deadline at noon April 
ll. The staff has completed 
about 50 per cent of the task 
of processing the mail, but that 
phase of the job will not be 
done until sometime next week, 
he said. 
The returns covered final re­ 
ports on 1963 income and esti­ 
mates on 1964 earnings. Wilkin­ 
son estimated 750 to 1,000 let­ 
ters piled up while the s t a f f 
was busy handling returns that 
were filed in person.

HOUSTON, Tex. (A P) - Po­ 
lice early today arrested a 27- 
year-old man they identified as 
the mastermind of a plot to loot 
four suburban banks using un­ 
suspecting “ bank ro b b e rs ” 
hired through the Texas Em­ 
ployment Commission. 
U . Joe Singleton said the 
man identified himself as a Cal­ 
ifornia writer who was in Hous­ 
ton with his wife on their hon­ 
eymoon. Police said they recov­ 
ered $10,684 stashed in a brown 
bag. 
The man was not immediately 
charged. Until he is charged, he 
cannot be identified, under Tex­ 
as libel law. 
Here is how the four-bank 
robbery plot was set up: 
Four young men, thinking 
they were picking up payrolls 
for their new boss, took sealed 
messages to women tellers at 
the fair banks Friday. 
The messages falsely warned 
the women their children were 
being held hostage. They were 
ordered to fill up a money bag 
with bills if they wanted to see 
their children again. 
When the scheme had run its 
course: 
1. The mystery man, who 
used the name Charles Hudson, 
had collected one “ payroll” of 
about $12,000 delivered by one 
of his messengers. 
2. A second messenger was in­ 
tercepted by police just as he 
was about to drive off from a 
bank with a money bag stuffed 
with $10,050. 


3. Police had pulled in all four 
Innocent hands. They were later 
released. 


4. The mastermind of the rob­ 
beries had disappeared with the 
$12,000 yielded by a frightened 
teller at the Belfort State Bank. 
Police said “ Hudson” may 
have been the same man who 
used an 18-year-old boy to take 
$5,680 from a bank in Im 
Vegas, Nev., March 12.

With the return of warm 
spring days, millions of home 
gardeners once again are get­ 
ting out to spade beds, plant 
seed, spread fertilizer, m o w 
grass — and the other count­ 
less minor tasks attendant to 
keeping the lawn neat and at­ 
tractive. 
M o s t doctors recommend 
gardening as excellent thera­ 
py, for both body and mind 
For those who enjoy digging 


in the dirt, gardening offers 
good exercise, fresh air and 
sunshine after a winter of be­ 
ing cooped up indoors. 
Medical authorities offer a 
few suggestions on keeping 
gardening fun and safe: 
Take it easy, at least for 
the first few sessions. Don’t 
try to work a 10-hour day at 
hard manual labor on the 
first warm weekend. T a k e 
frequent rest breaks and work 
at a pace that i*Vt too tiring. 
As the season advances, your 
muscles will limber up and 


toughen and you will be able 
to do more with less discom­ 
fort. 
Cuts, scratches and bruises 
are the fate of most garden­ 
ers. Usually they aren’t seri­ 
ous. Clean minor cuts with 
warm water and soap a n d 
cover with a light bandage. 
Tetanus lurks in the soil, and 
a booster shot of tetanus tox­ 
oid is recommended on the on­ 
set of the gardening season 
for all who have not kept their 
immunization up-to-date. 
Stop and t h i n k , briefly, 


about safety before handling 
garden tools—especially pow­ 
er tools such as lawn mow­ 
ers. Power tools are g r e a t 
labor-saving devices, properly 
used. Used carelessly, 
they 
can slash off fingers and toes. 
Always turn off the mower 
when it is left unattended, 
even briefly. Always turn it 
off when adding gasoline to 
the tank. 
lf the motor is e I e c t r i c. 
* don’t use the machine in wet 
grass. Power tools usually are 
accompanied 
by safety 
in­ 


structions. Read them care­ 
fully. 


Modern gardening is made 
possible by the pesticides that 
dispose of the many varieties 
of bugs that thrive on grow­ 
ing plants. Careless use and 
storage of pesticides 
c a n 
c a u s e serious accidents. A 
cardinal rule is to read the 
instructions on the package 
carefully and obey their safe­ 
ty warnings. 
Pesticides are safe, if 
properly and kept away from 
children.

ient, en closin g $1 for th e C om m unity R escue M ission 
w h ere th e w arm glow of th e Cross and tw o bare 
bulb s above the chapel en tran ce act as a beacon for 
m igrants seek in g a help in g hand. 
A nd th e tran sien t’s donation, b elieved th e first 
ever received, brought a w arm g lo w to C arl M ans­ 
field , su perin ten dent o f th e m ission w h ere cou n tless 
num bers o f h om eless m en and w om en and stranded 
fam ilies h ave partaken of th e m ission ’s h osp itality 
in the nearly six years it has been established as “A Ministry 
to Migrants.” 
The mission now is seeking aid from “spiritual share crop­ 
pers” in the tri-state area at a series of special meetings 
starting Monday night to help reduce the $7,500 debt on the 
brick structure on lower Broadway. The debt has been cut 
$8,000 in the last three years. 


A C01JJ5GE-F.DUCATED ex-salesman with wanderlust in 
his blood appeared at the mission on Saturday night preceed­ 
ing Easter with his coat dirty and tom. It was his seventh 
visit since 1961. 
The 63-year-old Swede received two meals, a night's lodging 
and his coat was replaced. 
A few days later from Cleveland came a letter enclosing 
the dollar anda note in which he wrote: 
“Kudosed find $1 for t h e ♦— —------------- ---------------------- 
mission (I wish it were more), 
who remained at the mission 
‘I received a coat on East­ 
er Sunday. 
“It is my wish that y o u 
prosper I’m alan grateful for 
the food and lodging.” 
Many who have a t o p p e d 
have expressed their apprec­ 
iation and others have sent 
notes expressing their thanks, 
big Mansfield and his wife, 
former missionaries in t h e 
Kentucky mountains, 
a l s o 
have seen the seamier fide 
af life In the year they have 
supervised the operation. 
It’s a rare night when no 
one appears at the mission by 
16 p.m. for help. 
Tuesday night was no ex­ 
ception- three men had check­ 
ed in early In the evening 
and a fourth arrived .some­ 
what under the weather a few 
hours later. 


THE MEN ATE a meal of 
soup. bread, coffee and pie, par­ 
ticipated in the required chapel 
service and then bedded down 
in a room with five clean 
beds after showering and be­ 
ing given pajamas. 
Tbs group included a 61- 
year-old New Yorker, a deaf 
bookkeeper who told Mans­ 
field his grandfather and fa­ 
ther were ministers and his 
two brothers now are clergy­ 
men. 
He recently attended servic­ 
es at the church of one bro­ 
ther, but despite pleas to stay, 
later left. He’s a wanderer 
and refuses to be p i n n e d 
down. 
Another was a 64-year-« I d 
who has been at the mission 
16 times since 1961, and the 
third was a 44-year-old native 
of Frankfurt, Germany, w h o 
stopped at the mission three 
times last year and twice so 
far this year. 
The mission has a rule that 


for five weeks before she ran 
afoul of the law. 
a person may stay only one 
night every 30 days, following 
a standard set by many simi­ 
lar missions throughout the 
country, although exceptions 
are made. 
One of the exceptions was 
a 19-year-old West Virginia 
girl and her 8-month-old son. 


THE PHONE RANG at the 
mission about 2 30 a m. on a 
Saturday nearly a year ago. 
< Many problem cases seem to 
develop on weekends, Mans­ 
field says). 
The p o l i c e were on the 
phone and asked Mansfield if 
they could bring the teen-ager 
and her infant son to the mis­ 
sion She had been kicked out 
of a bar about 2 a. rn. 
In questioning by Mansfield 
and welfare authorities, t h e 
girl said her husband was in 
service in Germany and she 
came to East Liverpool with 
friends. But when her hus­ 
band's allotment check was 
exhausted, the friends desert­ 
ed her. 
“Angie” was told by the of­ 
ficials she could remain at the 
mission with her baby until 
the next allotment check ar­ 
rived, but she was warned to 
stop associating with men and 
to stay out of taverns. 
She behaved well for a cou­ 
ple of weeks and the Mans­ 
fields even took her on a pic­ 
nic at their former home in 
Calcutta. “Angie” even got a 
few jobs as a babysitter to 
carn a little money. 
Then one day she informed 
the Mansfields she had secur­ 
ed a babysitter and planned 
to spend 
the night w i t h 
friends. Her allotment check 
had arrived the day previous­ 
ly, most of which sho had 
spent on herself and ber child. 


Despite forewarnings from the 
Mansfield that she could get 
into trouble, “Angie” left with 
her baby. 


WHEN SHE HADN’T re­ 
turned Saturday m o r n i n g , 
Mansfield contacted the auth­ 
orities, who promptly began 
tracking her down. 
Mansfield later learned po­ 
lice had located the baby in a 
St. Clair Ave. home and it 
had been placed in a foster 
home. When the mother found 
her baby missing, she hyster­ 
ically called her mothe-in-law 
in West Virginia to help her 
out of the trouble but still 
didn’t return to the mission. 
While the Mansfields were 
attending church, she return­ 
ed to the mission to get some 
of her clothing and then left 
again but later was picked 
up by police and placed in the 
County Jail at lisbon. 
Hie baby eventually w a s 
placed in custody of her moth- 
er-in-tarw and the young moth­ 
er wan given a suspended 
year’s term kl Marysville Re­ 
formatory and allowed to re­ 
turn to West Virginia under 
the supervision of authorities 
there. 
It was only one of rn a n y 
eases that Mansfield can re­ 
call. 
Two weeks ago. a 48-year- 
old woman t r a v e l i n g “by 
thumb” from New York's in­ 
famous Bowery to Chicago s 
“Skid Row” stopped at mid­ 
day, got something to eat and 
cleaned up m d then contin­ 
ued her journey. She has been 
ait the mission three times in 
the last three years. 


IN THE I*AST two mouths, 
two families without f u n d s 
have stopped at the mission 
A man and write with three 
months to 5 years stayed at 
the mission two nights and 
were given food and clothing 
after they ran out of funds 
traveling from California to 
Brooklyn 
The f a m i l y re­ 
mained for two nights while 
the father tried to find part­ 
time work to get some mon­ 
ey to continue their trip. 
A family with five young­ 
sters returning to Cleveland 
also stopped at the mission. 
After driving all night and all 
the following day without food, 
they stopped at a Chester 
minister’s home a*»d were di­ 
rected to the mission 
Mansfield also remembers 
vividly eight children w h o 
stayed ait the mission over­ 
night. 
Again it was the police who 
asked if the mission 
h a d 
room for a family of IO. How­ 
ever. when the family arrived, 
the father refused to remain 
so his wife also left with him 
As the children were being 


bedded down about midnight, 
some started to cry and an 
older girl was fidgety. In 
questioning her, the superin­ 
tendent learned the e i g h t 
youngsters had shared a 55- 
eent bag of potato chips dur­ 
ing the day while the parents 
and the friend they came to 
East Liverpool with were eat­ 
ing and dnnking in taverns. 


MOST OF THE f a m i l i e s 
which are helped are strang­ 
ers kl East liverpool — but 
again there is the exception. 
During the March flood, the 
mission 
provided 
sleeping 
quarters for two families for 
a week until they were able to 
find rn home. 
The home of one family was 
completely under water and 
when they returned to it found 
the walls and ceiling had fall­ 
en off. Hie family was given 
clothing, bed covers and the 
few pieces of furniture t h e 
mission had available. 
The mission was founded in 
September, 1958, after mem­ 
bers of the Christian Business­ 
men's 
Committee discussed 
the need and other churchmen 
were invited to participate. 
Robert Farwell was the first 
superintendent, serving for a 
year after which the mission 
was closed for the lack of a 
head. Kenneth Steen, now in 
charge of a mission in Spring­ 
field, Mass , served from July, 
1960 until November, 1962 and 
was succeeded by James Bur­ 
ton who remained until last 
April. 
A member of the Board of 
Directors for three y e a r s , 
Mansfield was elected presi­ 
dent in March and then was 
appointed as superintendent in 
April. He and has family re­ 
side in quarters on the sec­ 
ond floor. 


MANSFIELD. A native of 
Pennsylvania, and his wife, a 
Clevelander, m d while both 
were serving as interdenom­ 
inational missionaries in Ken­ 
tucky, working in an orphan­ 
age and later with mountain 
people. 
The mission is a busy place, 
caring for transients and un­ 
dertaking other activities. 
In the first three months of 
this year. 509 different people 
were given lodging in compar­ 
ison to 1,418, including repeat­ 
ers. who were served in the 
year from September 1962 to 
September 1963. 
in the same quarter t h i s 
year, the mission served 1,- 
547 meals, helped 40 families 
and held 91 services.

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DST Caused Tempers To Flare Years Ago

Without giving it a second thought. East Liverpool residents 
will move their clocks ahead an hour tonight or early Sunday 
for the annual switch to fast time. 
It’s all prosaic and colorless, compared with the wild flights 
of oratory, flaming petitions and violent arguments that re­ 
volved around the time question up until just about a genera­ 
tion ago. 
Those were the days when Council was forced to make a 
decision each spring whether the city would operate on fast 
or slow time for the summer. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
COUNCILMEN HATED nothing more. They knew the issue 
was good for interminable debates and long sesions on warm 
spring nights, listening to arguments pro and con from the 
voters. 
And the issue always seemed to be in doubt until the last 
minute. Sometimes the city + 
switched to fast time. On other 
occasions it remained with 
standard time. 
The issue finally was settled 
In the general election of Nov. 
4, 1947, thanks to a vote on an 
initiative ordinance. Except 
for one or two brief flareups 
since, it never has raised its 
head again. 
The days of the colorful ar­ 
guments were in the I a t e 
1930’s and early 1940’s. With 
the rest of the nation, East 
Liverpool was on “war time” 
during World War II, so the 
issue was not raised from 1942 
through 1945. 
But it broke out again, big­ 
ger than ever, when peace 
returned. 
The issue always arose in 
late March or early April, 
quietly at first but gaining 
momentum as the weeks went 
by. 


ONE MENTION 
OF 
the 
touchy subject on Council’s 
floor was enough to bring in 
big delegations for the next 
meeting. 
Early - rising potters tra­ 
ditionally were against t h e 
time change. They argued that 
fast time required them to go 
to bed too early, before the 
heat of the day was d i s- 
pelled. And they had to rouse 
themselves and go to work in 
the cool morning hours—the 
best sleeping time, as they 
saw it. 


On the other side of the fence 
were business and profession­ 
al men, store employes and 
others who started their work 
day much later. They liked the 
“long evening” provided by 
daylight time. 
Opening of the time discus­ 
sion was the signal for circu­ 
lation of petitions pro and con. 
Rumpled, soiled papers piled 
up in Council’s chamber after 


they had been passed from 
hand to hand in the potteries. 
Almost 
as 
many 
petitions 
poured in from the business 
and professional people Inter­ 
ested in fast time. 
Generally, The Review pub­ 
lished a form for a “straw 
ballot” to help guide Council 
in its decision. 
Hie public 
checked a box to indicate 
time preference, then mailed 
or delivered the ballots to the 
Chamber of Commerce office. 
There were many claims of 
chicanery on both sides. The 
charge generally 
was

The Law 


The majority of families 
who buy houses in the $1,000 
to $15,000 price range jeopar­ 
dize 
their 
investments 
be­ 
cause they do not protect their 
cash and ownership with prop­ 
er title insurance.

policy” however never p r o ­ 
tects the home owner’s equi­ 
ty. This is so even after the 
mortgage is fully paid. 
A course remains open for 
the purchaser who wants to 
cover himself for the entire 
price of the home. When he 
begins serious consideration of 
purchasing a home, the pros­ 
pective owner should check 
with his attorney about an 
“owner’s policy.” 
The “owner’s 
policy,” 
In 
contrast to the ‘ mortgage pol­ 
icy,” protects the home buy­ 
er as long as he owns the 
property. In many instances, 
it also protects an owner even 
after he sells, if he has a 
warranted title. 
Owners of higher - priced 
homes usually take out both 
title policies. Thus, they pur­ 
chase peace of mind on their 
substantial equity instead of 
trying to save a few dollars. 
a false economy which may 
later invite trouble.

World War II. It is a requisite 
today by nearly all banks ani 
lending institutions for thost 
applying for mortgage loans 
and is for the lender’s pro 
tection Defective titles, it ha?

the question, signing various 
petitions and also casting bal­ 
lots repeatedly because they 
were published for several 
consecutive days in the news­ 
paper. 


WHEN IT WAS all said and 
done, 
the 
councilmen 
still 
shied away from a decision. 
The polls generally showed 
the public pretty evenly di­ 
vided on the question. A coun­ 
cilman could see himself los­ 
ing votes wholesale no mat­ 
ter which side he favored. 
Sometimes there was a de­ 
cision in Council, sometimes 
there was 
not. 
lf Council 
could figure a way out, the 
issue did not come onto the 
floor. That left the city on 
slow time, at least for anoth­ 
er year. 
None of the time 
ordin­ 
ances was effective beyond 
the year in which it w a s 
passed. 
In 1941, 
for instance, 
so 
much 
opposition 
developed 
that the time switch w a s 
dropped. 
In 1946, the first time the 
issue arose after the war, the 
proponents made their weight 
felt overwhelmingly and t h e 
city went on fast time. 
But the last real deadlock 
developed in 1947. There was 
the usual straw vote and doz­ 
ens of petitions poured in to 
the councilmen. Looking at 
the mass (rf opinion on both 
sides, Council said the whole 
thing was “inconclusive” and 
decided to do nothing. 
A few weeks later, t h e 
Chamber stepped in to force 
a vote it hoped would settle 
the issue officially and final­ 
ly 
It circulated initiative peti­ 
tions for a ballot place for an 
ordinance that would put East 
Liverpool on fast time each 
year from the last Sunday in 
April to the last Sunday in 
night, the toil of the b e l l 
September. Over 800 signa­ 
tures were obtained, enough 


to put the issue on the ballot. 


THERE WAS AN undercur­ 
rent of feeling on b o t h sides 
as 
the 
November 
election 
neared. But neither side put 
on a strong campaign. T h e 
time question was burned un­ 
der a mass of other special 
questions and issues—a $250.- 
000 bond issue to erect a Coun­ 
ty Jail; a 1-mill levy to Im­ 
prove s e c o n d a r y county 
roads; four proposed amend­ 
ments to the state constitu­ 
tion; a 1-mill firemen’s levy 
and a 1-mill school levy. 
Other things were on the 
voters’ minds, too. Parking 
meters in East Liverpool were 
just two months old. They too, 


had become an issue. And the 
Valley Motor Transit Co. de­ 
cided it must raise bus fares. 
The charge was hiked from a 
nickel to 7 cents in East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville. The fare 
between the two cities went 
from IO cents to 15 cents. 
While all this was going 
on, an East Liverpool insur­ 
ance man decided he could 
move the hands on his clock 
without authorization f r o m 
Council. 


He announced that he in­ 
tended to observe fast time, 
even if no one else saw fit. 
So he advanced the clocks in 
his office and in his home an 
hour. He went to work an hour 
earlier than the rest of East 
Liverpool, but he quit an hour 
earlier. 


The only awkward question 
was his lunch time. Should he 
go to lunch between ll and 
ll, when the business world 
was busy, or wait until 12-1? 
In the years when East Liv­ 
erpool stayed on slow time, 


although all its neighbors to 
the east moved their clocks 
ahead, the stage was set for 
five months of confusion. 
Many families kept two sets 
of clocks, one on fast time and 
the other on slow time, or 
went through a mental arith­ 
metic problem when the ques­ 
tion of the hour came up. 
In East Liverpool, the chil­ 
dren went to school on slow 
time, but if daddy worked in 
one of the Midland mills, he 
conformed to fast time. Mid­ 
land and the rest of Beaver 
County went to fast time an­ 
nually, without argument. The 
region around East Liverpool 
followed the city’s example. 


WELLSVILLE, Chester and 
Newell awaited the outcome 
of the annual time hassle in 
East Liverpool. 


Midland residents working 
in East Liverpool could leave 
home at 9:50 and arrive on 
the job at 9. But an East Liv­ 
erpool man working in Mid­ 
land had to leave his home 
at 5:30 a. rn , for instance, to 
arrive on the job at 7. Situa­ 
tions were reversed on t h e 
trip home. 
The clock said 5 when the 
Midland resident left his job 
in East Liverpool. B u t it 
would be 6:30 by the time he 
arrived home. And an East 
Liverpool man would leave the 
mill at 3, Midland time, and 
be home at 2:30. 
With central and western 
Ohio still clinging to s l o w 
time, the summer confusion 
on time still poses problems. 
Place a telephone call to a 
Columbus office, for instance, 
at 9 a. rn. East Liverpool 
time and you're an hour ear­ 
ly- 
When 
the election finally 
rolled around, the issue was 
settled by a margin of 82 
votes. 


The Election Board s return 
showed 3,582 in favor of fast 
time, with 3,500 against. 


T h e 
initiative 
ordinance 
went into effect in April 1948. 


FROM THAT day to this, 
there never has been another 
serious controversy here over 
fast vs. slow time. 
The time ordinance w a s 
amended in 1955 to provide 
that the city’s clocks would 
not be turned back until the 
last Sunday in October, rath­ 
er than the last Sunday in 
September. 
The change was made to 
keep in step with the fast time 
area of the eastern U. S., 
which had switched to an ad­ 
ditional month of fast time. 
If Council had not voted the 
amendment, 
East Liverpool 
would have been an hour be­ 


hind in TV and radio pro­ 
grams, bus. train and airline 
schedules and many o t h e r 
facets of modem life. 
The first year of extended 
fast time brought some com­ 
plaints from various school 
districts. They said the ex­ 
tra month of fast time fell 
in the fall fog season, posing 
a hazard to children walking 
to school or waiting on buses. 
But the question died away 
with hardly a ripple, compar­ 
ed to the arguments t h a t 
flared in the good old days. 
A Backward Look At Time

No, the picture isn’t prin‘ 
ed backwards; look closer 
This is an inside view < 
;ast Liverpool’s “ Big Ben 
cen for the most part onl 
by pigeons and an occasioi 
ii custodian. 
The huge clock in the Cen­ 
tral School tower has served 
as a landmark in the city for 
generations. 
Sometime this weekend. Its 
hands will be turned ahead 
an hour for the customary 
switch to Daylight 
Savings 
Time. 
The job will be performed 
by George W. Shuffert, super­ 
visor of city school buildings, 
and will entail perhaps IO min­ 
utes work adjusting the con­ 
trols of a small electrical de­ 
vice two floors below t h e 
clock. 


BUT CHANGING the posi- 
tion of the four-feet long hands 
before the clock was convert­ 
ed to electric in 1950 required 
a different type job. 
Marlow Russell, 937 Mont­ 
gomery Ave., was custodian 
at Central School before the 
CjrtCk WAS made automatic. 
The positions of the hands 


were changed then, he ex­ 
plained. by using a big key 
applied to the post behind the 
aces and turned in the de­ 
sired direction.

A four - foot tall control 
box on the story below t h e 
clock controls its operations. 
All four faces are controlled 
by one stem. From the gear 
box. a single rod extends up­ 
wards to a Central gear post, 
from Which four stems ex­ 
tend north, south- east a n d 
west to the four dials. 


Why does the north dial read 
2 o’clock, for instance, and the 
one on the west side say quar- 
ter-past-six in mid afternoon? 
Ifs because the gears are 
stripped in places, and in gen­ 
erally poor condition, explains 
William C. 
Tucker, 
present 
ustodian at Central School 
“The gears for the south, 
west and east sides are in bad 
shape, but the ones that con­ 
trol the dial on the north face 
—the E. 4th St. side—are fair­ 
ly good,-’ Tucker points out. 


SIXTY-FOUR sets of gears 
control the mechanism of the 
city’s largest clock, according 
to Russell, who retired after 
17 years as custodian at the 
old school. The present cus­ 
todian feels the entire set of 
gears should be changed.

Mays Swats 7th, 2 Singles As Giants Rip Reds, 15-5 
Detroit’s Lolich Blanks Twins On Three Hits, 5-0

Willie Mays has discovered a 
way to get a rest without col 
lapsing. 
All he has to do is hit a home 
run and two singles, get two 
walks and a stolen base, drive 
in two runs and score five runs 
—all in five times at bat. 
That’s exactly what he did 
Friday night as he led San 
Francisco to a 15-5 romp over 
Cincinnati. 
Mays, who was forced out of 
the line-up by illness the past 
two seasons, was pulled for 
lunch hitter in the ninth inning 
against the Reds after he had 
raised his batting average to a 
major league-leading .500. 
“I didn’t want to take 
chance on him hurting himself, 
Manager Al Dark said after the 
game. “I know he can’t get 
hurt in the clubhouse.” 
Mays collapsed from indiges­ 
tion in September 1962 and left 
a game after suffering a dizzy 
spell around the same time last 
year. 
With less than two weeks of 
this season gone, the 32-year-dd 
center Belder leads the major 
leagues in four categories be­ 
sides batting average.

There are four major categor­ 
ies of boats WI the market these 
days — outboard, inboard - out­ 
board, inboard and sail. For the 
newcomer to the sport, the first 
selection may determine th e 
branch be will remain in the 
rest of his life — or, it may be 
such a misfit that he will be­ 
come disgusted and sell his craft 
after 
a few nerve-wracking 
months. 
A little clear thinking at the 
outset will avoid a major mis­ 
take. Ask yourself a few ques­ 
tions. How much can you af­ 
ford to spend to buy a boat? 
How much to maintain it? How 
much time can you spend on 
boating? Will you do your boat­ 
ing in open water, or in a pro­ 
tected shallow lake or river? 
Will you keep your boat on a 
trailer at home, or will it be 
moored in a slip at a yacht club 
or marina? Will it be used for 
family recreation? For water 
skiing? Do you enjoy competi­ 
tive sports to the point where 
you sould like to race? 


THE CHEAPEST power boat 
to buy and the simplest to main­ 
tain is a small outboard. It can 
be kept on a trailer in t h e 
yard or in the garage, eliminat-

ing slip rental. The hull is so 
small that painting and varnish­ 
ing can be a pleasant do-it-your­ 
self project. The power plant 
can be removed and taken to 
the dealer for any major serv­ 
ice. 
The outboard can be used in 
shoal water to advantage. If the 
lower unit strikes a sandbar or 
other obstruction, 
it 
simply 
swings up with the punch, then 
drops back into position. 
When the demand for in­ 
creased size brings the outboard 
into the larger runabout and 
cruiser class, either to provide 
more accommodations or sea­ 
worthiness for offshore use, and 
larger motors are required to 
maintain performance, a disad­ 
vantage creeps into the picture. 


LARGE TWO-cycle engines 
consume a lot of fuel, and they 
burn up the oil with the gaso­ 
line. 
If the boat isn’t used every 
day, this is not much of a factor. 
However, if the owner and his 
family put in plenty of boating 
hours, the fuel bill can add up. 
At this point, the inboard-out­ 
board drive begins to look good. 
The 1-0 usually has a four­ 
cycle engine, and this means 
greater fuel economy. There’s 


no need to mix oil with the gas­ 
oline, and the oil stays in the 
crankcase. 
Four of the advantages of the 
outboard are retained in the in­ 
board - outboard. It can be 
hauled on a trailer and kept in 
the yard because the lower drive 
unit can be swung up out of 
the way. It operates well in 
shoal water because of the kick­ 
up principle. And it maneuvers 
easily because of the positive 
steering obtained by turning the 
propeller stream. The power 
plant remains in the stem where 
it is more quiet, leaving more 
usable room in the hull.

ANSWER: The shapes of states and countries are deter- 
minded by their boundaries, and these are worked out and 
put down on maps by the process called “surveying.” The 
practice of fixing exact boundaries originated in Egypt where 
every year the Nile river overflowed ifs banks and surveyors 
had to be employed to find the original boundaries of the 
farms. Surveyors start from one exact point and then go on 
measuring angles and distances to find other points, keeping 
careful notes so these may be put down exactly on a map. 
Surveyors have carefully-made compasses which show them 
the exact compass bearing (rf distant points. The surveyor’s 
most important instrument is the transit, the top of which we 
illustrate. This is mounted on a strong tripod which can be 
folded for carrying around. 
The transit can measure angles up and down or sideways. 
An important use for it is to determine the distance of far 
off objects. Here, George and Karat show us how the paral­ 
lax system is used, lf a surveyor wanted to find his distance 
to the church door, he would establish a “baseline” with two 
points, (A) and (B) and he would measure to see how close 
they were. Then he would sight the church door with his 
transit from (A) and measure the angle, (C) between his 
sight line and the baseline. Then he would move to Karen’s 
side and get the angle from (B). Putting these aneles on pa­ 
per, he could figure the distance from the base line to the 
church door by trigonometry.

Cleveland Mayor Sends FBI 
Report On Demonstrations 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Mayor 
Ralph S. Locher has sent a re­ 
port to the FBI charging that 38 
members of subversive organi­ 
zations took part in Cleveland’s 
civil rights demonstrations this 
year. 
The mayor reacted angrily 
last week when it was learned 
the FBI was investigating com­ 
plaints of police brutality in con­ 
nection with a demonstration 
at an East Side school site. He 
said at that time, Let them in­ 
vestigate Communists—not our 
law-abiding policemen.” 
The letter Locher sent Friday 
to J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the FBI, and to Rep. Edwin E. 
Willis, D-La., chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities, was based on a 
report prepared by Police Chief 
Richard R. Wagner. 
The mayor would not reveal 
the contents of the chief’s re­ 
port, but the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer said it learned most of 
the demonstrators mentioned 
were linked to the Communist 
party. 
Mayor Locher did not ask for 
a congressional investigation, as 
had been suggested by some 
groups here. But he pledged full 
support of the police depart­ 
ment in any hearing that might 
be scheduled here by any fed­ 
eral committee. 
The Justice Department has 
indicated its investigation of the 
“brutality” complaints produc­ 
ed no grounds for action against 
Cleveland police. 
In another development, school 
Board President Ralph A. Mc­ 
Allister said a $1 million tax­ 
payers’ suit seeking to block 


construction of t h r e e new 
schools in the Glenville area on 
the East Side is without grounds.

Police said the 
disturbance had no racial over 
tones. 
Police said there appeared to 
be no specific cause for the 
trouble, indicating K was just a 
mob of youths in a devilish 
mood. 
So strong was the threat of 
trouble that park attendants 
rushed onto the field immedi­ 
ately after the game to protect 
the bases and the batting cage 
in the outfield. 
Even Joe Brown,

Reds’ Protest May Block 
Solution To Laos Crisis 


VIENTIANE, Itaos (AP) - 
New objections from the pro­ 
communist Pathet Leo threat­ 
ened today to Mock a solution 
to the Laotian crisis. 
A Pathet 
Lao spokesman 
strongly denounced right-wing 
demands fa* enlarging neutral­ 
ist Premier Souvanna Phouma’s 
coalition Cabinet 
to include 
more rightists. 
Souk Vongsak, a Pathlet Lao 
secretary of state, accused the 
right-wing military junta which 
seized power in Vientiane last 
Sunday of trying to “sabotage 
the policy of peace and neutral­ 
ity in Laos.” 
Souk’s condemnation indicat­ 
ed a formal rejection of the 
right-wing proposals would be 
forthcoming from Prince Sou- 
phanouvong, Pathet Lao leader 
and deputy premier under the 
old coalition. 
Souphanouvong, 
Souvannas 
stepbrother, stayed at Pathet 
Lao headquarters in Khang 
Kay, continuing his 14-month 


boycott of the coalition govern­ 
ment. 
Souvanna, 
meanwhile, 
re­ 
mained only nominal head of 
government. Rightist leaders re­ 
fused to allow him to exercise 
normal power until their condi­ 
tions are fulfilled. 
Rightist troops guarded Sou- 
vanna’s villa and kept their con­ 
trol over the city, including the 
airport, radio station, communi­ 
cation facilities and various gov­ 
ernment ministries. Military of­ 
ficers censored all outgoing 
news dispatches. 
Hopes for a settlement of the 
government crisis rose Friday 
when Souvanna announced he 
had reached agreement with the 
right-wing leaders on enlarging 
the coalition. Then the Pathet 
Lao spokesman punctured the 
hopes by declaring his faction 
was unalterably opposed to the 
rightist demands. 
Pathet Lao forces control at 
least half tile countryside in this 
Southeast Asian nation. 


Voting Today 
Tests Policies 
In Malaysia 
KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AP)—Prime Minister Tunku 
Abdul Rahman put his policies 
and prestige to tile test today 
aa voters weighed his appeals 
for til-out resistance to Indo­ 
nesian hostility. 
Rahman has made resistance 
the cornerstone of his campaign 
in tile state and parliamentary 
election and told his people they 
must be ready to fight kl the 
face of President Sukarno’s re­ 
peated threats to “crush Malay­ 
sia.” 
The 61-year-old architect of 
Malaysia, molded last Septem­ 
ber of Malaya, Singapore and 
the Borneo states of Sabah and 
Sarawak, 
predicted a 
ring­ 
ing endorsement as throngs 
jammed the polls in an appar­ 
ent record turnout. 
About 80 per cent of the 2.8 
million voters were expected to 
make a choice between Rah­ 
man’s aim to stand up against 
Indonesia and the softer attitude 
of accommodation preached by 
his opponents. 
Rahman’s Alliance party, a 
coalition of Malay, Chinese and 
Indian parties, accused the two 
major opposition parties of 
complicity with Sukarno, who 
has denounced Malaysia as a 
British neo-colonialist {riot and 
launched guerrilla operations in 
Sabah and Sarawak. 
Police and troops were placed 
on special alert for possible ter­ 
rorism, especially in Southern 
Malaya and Singapore where 
the government charges scores 
of Indonesian saboteurs and 
agents are operating. 
The voting was for 104 parlia­ 
mentary seats and 282 state 
government seats in the ll 
Malay Fates, kingpin of the 
Malaysian federation. Sarawak, 
Sabah and Singapore appoint 
their 
federal 
representatives 
and hold separate Fate elec­ 
tions. 


Rahman’s party was favored 
to win. Counting seats beld in 
Sabah md Sarawak, it needed 
only 44 mole to win a majority 
in the 159-seat Federal Parlia­ 
ment. 
Rahman’s chief 
opposition 
parties are the leftist Socialist 
Front and the right-wing, reli­ 
giously fanatic Pan-Malayan Is­ 
lamic party. Both have been ad­ 
vocating a softer line toward 
Indonesia.
